Rabbits Caught 
By Jr. Sportsmen 

Campaign Expected to 
Reduce Victory Garden 
Damage , 

During the past two months, 
the junior members of the Lower 
Merion Rod and Gun Club and 
the junior sportsmen of the Yea- 
don School have been active in 
the 1945 rabbit trapping program 
of the Pennsylvania Game Com- 
mission. To date, these boys have 
caught in box traps provided by 
the Commission more than 300 
rabbits that had caused damage 
to victory gardens and nurseries 
in Lower Merion, Upper Merion, 
Haverford Townships and the 
Borough of Yeadon. The trapped 
rabbits have been turned over, 
alive and healthy, to the Pennsyl- 
vania Game Commission and have 
been released on ' open hunting 
areas in other parts of the State. 
The purpose of the trapping pro- 
gram is two-fold: 

First, it decreases the damage 
done by rabbits in gardens, nurser- 
ies and other no hunting areas. 

Second, it provides the Pennsyl- 
vania Game Commission with rab- 
bits for stocking purposes at this 
time when rabbits from previous- 
ly sources are not available. 

. Robert C. Yake, physical educa- 
tion instructor in the Yeadon 
School, has been conducting the 
trapping program of the Yeadon 
Juniors; while the Lower Merion 
and Delaware County boys have 
been trapping under the direction 
of Mrs. Ellen A. Dietrich. Upper 
Darby. Cooperating also with Mrs 
Dietrich have been: Henry C 
Smith, Merion, who is in charge 
of Lower Merion Boy Scouts, and 
Clarence R. Martin. Llanerch, in 
charge of the Llanerch Boy Scout 
troops. 

The success of the Lower Mer- 
ion and Delaware County boy 
trappers was praised this week by 
W. M. Cramer. Harrisburg, and 
M. J. Golden. Reading, the Penn 
sylvania Game Commission repre 
s'entatives in charge of the trap- 
ping program, as well as by the 
acting district game protector of 
this area, George Freas of Hor- 
sham.

Isolationism Still Can Balk 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, 
Narberth Club Women Hear 



The threat of isloationism still 
hangs over America and endangers 
the peace of the world Miss Mary 
Dingman. lecturer on international 
affairs, told members of the Wom- 
an's Community Club of Narberth, 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Because of the two-thirds ruling 
Miss Dingman, who spent 22 years 
in Europe, said that it would only 
take 33 votes in the United States 
Senate to kill the Dumbarton Oaks 
proposals. 

"After World War 1." Miss Ding- 
man said, "the majority of peo- 
ple wanted to join the Leagues of 
Nations but their will was defeated 
by a small group of isolationist 
senators." 

This betrayal of the people's 
trust, she told the Club women, led 
to the second World War. 

Miss Dingman said: 

"We have got to be convinced 
first that it is possible to have a 
better world. ... I believe it is pos- 
sible but only if we have faith and 
a basic understanding of the world 
we live in. We have to believe in 
the law of solidarity of living to- 
gether as one human family, all 
brothers, white, black and yellow. 

"The basic sin is to break that 
solidarity law by thinking we can 
be safe with all the rest of the 
world burning up. We must give 
up war as a means of settling dis- 
pute. We must have respect for the

Tariff changes enabling 96 per 
cent of the families living in the 
rural territory served by the Bell 
Telephone Company of Pennsyl- 
vania to secure telephone service 
along a public highway, without 
charges for pole line construction, 
have been filed with the Pennsyl- 
vania Public Utility Commission.

— half a hile — of an existing tele- 
phone line. This is an increase 
from the present 1.600 foot limit. 
Charges for construction in ex- 
cess of 2.640 feet would be cut in 
half under the proposed changes, 
which provide for 100 feet of new 
construction at a cost of $5, com- 
pared to the present rate of $5 for 
each 50 feet. 

Charges also would be reduced 
for private property construction 
when the telephone' company 
does the work at the request of 
the customer. The present charge 
of $18 a pole has been reduced to 
$12. The company pointed out. 
however, that it will be possible 
to eliminate pole lines in many 
cases by using buried wire. This 
wire can be placed in a plowed 
furrow where the soil is suitable.

Building Boosted 
By Damage Repair 

Monthly Report Show 
Increase For Second 
Month of Year 



According to Representative 
Cadwalader's bill, a new right-of- 
way for River Rd., constituting an 
extension of the West River Drive 
in Fairmount Park, would be se- 
cured along the Schuylkill River 
in Lower Merion Township from 
City Ave. to Belmont Ave. in West 
Ma'nayunk. The roadway would be 
plotted to a width of 80 feet on 
the plan of the State highway sys- 
tem, running for a mile and one 
half between the Reading Com- 
pany railway tracks and the River 
bank through property of the old 
Pencoyd Iron Works, which _ has 
been abandoned as a steel mill. 

At Belmont Avenue, the propos- 
ed new route would connect with 
an existing section of River Road, 
which was made part of the State 
Highway system in 1929 through 
the efforts of County Commission- 
er Fred C. Peters, then a represen- 
tative in the Legislature and chair- 
man of the committee on highways. 
From Citv Ave. to Righters Ferry 
j Rd., the River Rd. is narrow, dang- 
erous and ill suited to the propos- 
ed Valley Forge Parkway develop- 
ment. A gap then exists between 
Righters Ferry Rd. and Belmont 
Ave. with no connecting roadway. 

While construction of the pro- 
posed new section of River Rd. 
from City Ave. to Belmont Ave. 
is not contemplated immediately. 
Representative Cadwalader point- 
ed out that steps ta acauire the 
right-of-way are essential to pre- 
vent acquisition and use of the 
land for any new private develop- 
ment. Preliminary estimates have 
already been made by the State 
Highway Department of the dam- 
ages for land and buildings which 
acquisition of the right-of-way 
might entail. The proposed new 
section of River Rd. is 8.056 feet 
or 1.52 miles in length and covers 
14.82 acres. 

Lower Merion Township is in- 
terested in the plan and its com- 
missoners have cooperated by pass- 
ing an ordinance plotting the pro- 
poed new section of River Rd. on 
the township plan to a width of 80 
feet. Township officials point out 
that this action might, act. as a 
deterrent to private development 
of the right-of-way. since devel- 
opers could not claim damages for 
land thus plotted. 

In addition- to providing a scenic 
route of historic significance, con- 
necting Philadelphia with the Na- 
tion's shrine at Valley Forge, the 
proposed new parkway would be- 
come important, engineers claim, 
from the traffic standpoint by 
providing a new route between the 
City and the Valley Forge-Phoe- 
nixville - Norristown - Bridgeport 
areas. It would also drain off a 
part of the Main Line suburban 
flow of traffic by means of feeder 
roads, existing and proposed, and 
relieve pressure on the overcrowd- 
ed Lancaster Pk. 

The pro.iect likewise, planners 
point out. would tie in nicely with 
the anticipated cleanup of the 
Schuylkill River, a program being- 
pushed vigorously by another 
Montgomery County Legislator. 
Charles H. Brunner. Jr., second 
district representative.

court teams at Edison Junior 
High. Harrisburg. 

But the feeling persists among 
followers of the school thai, 
Andy's successor will be one of 
his former pupils in order to keep 
the Anderson system of basketball 
at L. M. Heading this category 
would be Al Mandes. one of the 
stars of the great 1929-30 team 
who coached Camden Catholic 
High to the New Jersey State title 
in its class last year, and Hugh 
Wynn, one of the 1930-31 heroes, 
who has been a successful mentor 
at Ridley Township High School.

Repairing fire damage account- 
ed for more than half the money 
spent for building construction in 
Lower Merion Township during 
February. 

During the past month 34 per- 
mits were issued and the con- 
struction amounted to $45,067. 
This is an increase of $12,239 over 
February of la-st year. 

To repair fire damage five per- 
mits were issued at valuations to- 
taling $27,225. 

The money spent for alterations 
and additions last month amount- 
ed to $13,410 and for repairs $2,- 
783. 

Three oil burning equipments 
were installed during February at 
a cost of $669; one sign erected 
for $65; two awnings for $165; 
one hot air heating system for 
$250 and one demolition at a cost 
of $500. 

More than half of the construc- 
tion work was done in North Ard- 
more. This amounted to $26,046. 

Although most building mater- 
ials are still on priorities both 
January and February have shown 
construction increases as compar- 
ed to the same months last year. 
January and February together 
show an increase of eight permits 
over the same months of last year 
and an increase of $17,309 in val- 
uations of the construction.

Nine months after Narberth be- 
came a borouph. the divorce from 
Lower Merion Township having 
occurred in January. 1895, Fred 
Hipkiss and his bride came to 
live here. That would make it 
September. 1895. The maniase 
had occurred in Philadelphia on 
February 26, 1895, and so last 
week marked the 50th anniversary 
or golden jubilee of the nuptials. 

There are few families or per- 
sons left who were here when the 
Hipkiss' came, the sparse number 
of the pioneers having been re- 
duced by the recent death of 
Harry B. Wall. Harry was here 
even' before Fred came and. of 
course. Howard Davis has been 
around this neighborhood all his 
life, having first seen the light in 
Gladwyne. 

Fred Hipkiss was bom in Birm- 
ingham. England, more than 80 
years ago. and his wife, nee Anne 
Nolan, came from the heart of 
the Pennsylvania Dutch country 
near Columbia. The Irish colon- 
ists had their share of Lancaster 
County's fertile lands when the 
country was young and perhaps 
that, accounts for the Nolan fam- 
ily being un there. As a matter 
of fact, the leader that the old 
Amish talk most, about., and one 
that their archives put at the 
head of their list of revered ad- 
vocates, was an Irish' woman, bap- 
tized a Catholic, but adopted by 
an Amish family when both her 
parents died shortly after her 
birth. Joseph Yoricr wrote a book 
about her lifp called "Rosanna, 
the Amish Maid", probably the 
only popular narrative ever pub-

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selfless aid he was invariably 
ready to accord to any civic or 
other occasion. An excellent 
singer, his deep notes could rock 
the hall whenever he elected to 
put on the full pressure and 
there's no doubt he can still make 
the welkin ring if someone want- 
ed to hear "Mahdalay" at its stal- 
wart best. 

When Sundays came, back in 
the 90's, Fred and Annie would 
set forth on foot to OVerbrook 
for church, walking along the 
cowpath beside the railroad 
tracks, that being the shortest 
way, with not enough train traffic 
to make the journey perilous. 

On week-days, people could set 
their clocks by the time Fred 
passed their doors to take the 
early local, as he was employed in 
the one place from 1885 until his 
defective sight forced him to re- 
tire in 1935, another stretch of 50 
years, all of them characterized 
by an amazing regularity. There 
were long days, too, an eight-hour 
schedule only being devised a few 
years previous to his retirement. 
The result was Fred Hipkiss prob- 
ab]y«made more thimbles by hand 
than any other man who ever 
lived. 

* * * 

Those who know something of 
the importance of the favored 
thimble in the old-time family 
life of America will have a fair 
concept of how Fred's handiwork 
touched thousands of lives in the 
years he devoted to his specialty. 
Only the precious metals engaged 
him. gold or silver, as in that yes- 
teryear milady and her daughters 
sewed, and darned, and con- 
trived other needlecraft; hence 
particular thimbles could become 
much beloved and as duly prized 
as papa's old-fashioned razors, 
each with a pedigree and a story 
all its own. 

Some might think that a life 
spent in thimbles would make for 
a terribly circumscribed exist- 
ence, but Dr. Barnes would quick- 
ly explode that idea, for he would 
see in such craftsmanship the 
artist at his work, expressing him- 
self fully in each little finger-tip 
he produced, and being aware of 
the ultimate use and perhaps the 
treasured heirloom it was apt to 
be as the years went on. Nowa- 
days, there's comparatively little 
sewing done at home and so the 
tin and other tawdry thimbles 
(made on the inevitable multiple 
machine) which the chain stores 
sell, are apparently sufficient for 
the casual need. In Fred's day, 
it wasn't so. and if you hear him 
tell it. (and it's easy to believe) 



all his thimbles continue to serve 
a purpose, even if only in limited 
use, as he Is sure they stir stores 
of affectionate memories and are 
retained, in many cases, as preci- 
ous - relics of. another and gentler 
day iri this country. That's when 
it was said: . 

A thimble . is an intimate thing, 
And nigh akin to a wedding ring.

It will surely add to the pleas- 
ant memories of the jublliarians 
(neither of them" of sufficient 
health to risk a formal observ- 
ance) if they were greeted by 
scores of cards and letters; and 
so it is hoped that their good-will 
mail will be of generous propor- 
tions.

he might acquaint himself with 
his new duties at Lafayette this 
Spring. 

It was quite a tough decision 
for Andy to reach, but he decided 
he had reached the pinnacle of 
success at Lower Merion, that h;s 
future was limited here. Inas- 
much as he was an All-American 
player at Lafayette and earned 
his first coaching spurs there, the 
prospect of returning to what 
amounts to a lifetime job as boss 
of athletics at his alma mater 
was an appeal too great to resist. 

Anderson will succeed Bill 
Reaser, who has been acting di- 
rector of athletics since Esfcie 
Clark was commissioned by the 
Army two years ago.
